LSTA Funding in Rhode Island

Library Services and Technology Act (LSTA) funding has a substantial role
in enabling the Office of Library and Information Services (OLIS) to provide
services and support to Rhode Island's libraries and Rhode Islanders.

In federal fiscal year 2016 the State provided 52.52% ($1,184,669) of OLIS'
operating budget while LSTA funds accounted for 47.48% ($1,070,842).
